Nato Ministers agree 
to East-West conference 


BONN (UPI). — Foreign minis- 
ters of the 15-nation Atlantic al- 
Hance announced agreement yester- 
day on openlag preparatory talks 
with a view to staging an Hast- 
West European security conference.

Warsaw Pact 
to endorse 
summit 


MOSCOW (UPI). The ruling 
Communist parties of Europe con- 
stituting the Warsaw Pact alllance 
‘will meet In Moscow within the 
next few days to discuss and en- 
dorse the Soviet-American agree- 
ments conciuded during President 
Nixon's visit, East European Com- 
munist sources said yesterday. 

It will be the first Warsaw Pact 
meeting at the highest level since 
the Prague Conference of January 
25-26 when the Communist coun- 
tries resolved to accelerate the con- 
vecation of a European security 
conference. 

The conference wil! consist of the 
Communist Party leaders, the Prime 
Ministers and Defence Ministers of 
the seven member countries of the 
alliance. They are the Soviet Union, 
Poland, East Germany, Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, Rumania and Bul- 
garia. The Kremlin will be repre- 
sented by Leonid I. Brezhnev, Pre- 
mier Alexei N. Kosygin and De- 
fence Minister Andrei A. Grechko. 

President Nicolae Ceausescu of 
Rumania, who is also that couz- 
try's Communist Party leader, has 
postponed his trip to Japan, ‘sche- 
duled for June 2, to attend the 
Moscow summit. 

Amorg other Communist leaders 
expected to participate are Presi- 
dent and Party Chief Todor Zhiv- 
kov of Bulgaria, and Party leaders 
Janos Kadar of Hungary, Erich Ho- 
necker of East Germany, Edward 
Gierek of Poland and Gustav Hu- 
sak of Czechoslovakia. 

The conference, expected to last 
one or two days, will listen to 
Brezhnev's report on the Kremlin's 
negotiations with Nixon, and en- 
dorse the Soviet policies on East~-

‘A spokesman confirmed reports 
from the Egyptian Foreign Ministry 
and in the Egyptian press that re- 
isumption was imminent. ‘Tt is only a 
matter of days,” he said. 


The spokesman gaid talks were in 
progress in Cairo between the re- 
presentative of West German in- 
terests, Dr. Walter Jesser, and the 
Eeyptian Foreign Ministry. 

Jordan, Yemen, Algeria, Lebanon 
and Sudan have re-established links 
with Bonn since the Arab League 
left it to individual countries to 
do so.

‘The two men who had faced each 
other at the iong table have a good 
deal riding on the success of the 
agreements, This Is one horse that 
had better not lose. 

Brezhnev and Nixon have both 
staked the rest of their careers and 
their place in history on the bet 
that a global power balance will not 
betray the national interests of el- 
ther country. if 

As it turned out, Brezhnev was as 
avid for the summit as Nixon was. 
He carried off the problem of the 
“humiliation” of Russia by the 
simple device of not ‘recognizing It, 
‘and ‘Nixon's mining operation be- 
came a non-event in Russia. 

Nothing gives a2 man as much self- 
onfidence as sitting on top of a huge 
pyramid of power, especially when 

“he controls the press too, and when 
no one ¢an write anything critical 
about his decision without landing 
in a labour camp or being sent off 
te a Joony bin.

israel demands strict 
airline security abroad

Isreel has demanded that the in- 
ternational airlines flying to Israel 

Institute three types of security 
cheeks on passengers and their bag- 

gage on flizhts to Lod Airport. The 

Government ‘has also informed the 

‘‘qirlines that Israel is prepared to 

‘assist them with Know-how for the 

introduction and operation of these 
checks. 

The demand was made by Trams- 

port Minister Shimon Peres at 8 

meeting in Tel Aviv last night with 

the Israel representatives of the 17 

_international airlines flying to Is- 

raeL. 

He called for the following secur- 

‘hy méasures: 

@ A check of all luggage and hand 
baggage of the passengers. 
Body searches. 

More stringent examination vf 
the passports and travel docu- 
ments of the passengers. 

Mr. Peres said during the 45- 

minute meeting that Israel would be 

willing to provide the companies or 

the airports with assistance in im- 

plementing these measures. He did 

mot say whether Israel would take 

any ection against airlines or gov- 
ernments which failed to comply 
with these requests. 


Mr. Peres said that he had cabled 
the Trausport Ministers of the 17 
countries concerned calling on them 
to take the necessary steps to en- 
sure the safety of passengers. 

Some of the company heads who 
attended the meeting tokd The Post 
last night that in Zact the major 
problem to the institution of these 
Mezsures lies in the fact Het there 
ig no suitable legislation existing in 
most countries which would legally 
permit the airlmes ἐδ carry out the 
searches. 

One company head termed “ca- 
tastrophic” the legal situation which 
makes it an offence against human 
freedom to search ἃ passenger or 
his baggage. “Let us hope that the 
application from the Israel Govern- 
ment to our respective Governments 
wiht have the effect of pressing upon 
them the urgency of instituting ade- 
quate legislation to meet today’s 
situation,” he stated. 

In his talk with the airline heads, 
Mr, Peres stressed that a number 
of the recent attacks against avia- 
tion could have been prevented if 
proper security arrangements had 
been in force. He said that this was 
especially true in*the case of the 
Lod massacre, which could have been 
avoided had the most rudimentary 
baggage check been carried out.

(Continted from page one) 
hell ‘broke loose, Opening one of the 
eases the terrorists produced three 
Czech tightwetght paratroopers’ rifles 
with the butts removed and twin 
magazines (taped to each other — 
after one side is emptied the con- 
traption is yanked out, reversed and 
reinserted — saving the bother of 
carrying separate magazines.) 

Two of the mer appeared to have 
discarded their jackets end Jiro 
Sugisaki had even stripped down to 
his white “T’’ shirt. All three stood 
near the conveyor, feet firmly apart. 
Before the shocked crowds could 
understand what was about to hap- 
‘pen, the staccato hammering of the 
automatic rifles filled the hall. 

The gunmen literally mowed the 
erowds down, firing indiscriminately 
from their hips in rotating move- 
ments as they had been trained to 
do at their Lebanese training camp. 
One of the gurmen, Torio, was 
caught in a burst of fire unleashed 
by one of his two companions and 
was Killed 

Pandemonium broke out. There 
were shouts of “down” in ali lan- 
Buages, merging with the screams 
of the wounded. 

With the first of their magazines 
expended, the terrorists iobbed hand- 
Srenades into the paralysed groups. 
Five explosions rocked the hall, One 
of these cost Jiro Sugisaki his life 
when the gunman, a short figure 
just like his two companions, at- 
tempted to mount the still moving 
conveyor belt. He lost his balance 
and fell and the handgrenade ex- 
ploded right under him, literally de- 
capitating him, 

‘Daisung Nanba was the last of 
the three to stay alive — and fir- 
ing. He squeezed off one more long 
burst through a glass partition, 'aim- 
ing at a dense fright-frozen group 
of incoming passengers, and then 
darted under the nylon cover of the 
conveyor onto the tarmac, firing 
two more bursts at an El Al and a 
Scanalr aircraft moving nearby 
before being tackled and brought 
down by the El Al traffic officer 
Zaiton in a flying tackle. 

Hach of the gunmen had four ma- 
gazines and a total of about 300 

-Tounds were fired. The handgrenades 

used were of the S-1 type made in 
Hast-bloc countries. Three grenades 
were thrown 

The shooting lasted only a few

. fice. Customs cfficens as well as rela- 
tives, who had been waiting outside, 
rushed into the customs hail. There 
“were outbursts of grief here — tears 
of joy and relief there. The dead, 
the dying and the wounded were 
being carried out of the hall — 
‘Juggage trolleys were used. The 
floor was stained with wide and 
still spreading pools of blood, flak- 
ed plaster and concrete, and broken 
glass. Then the first of the am- 
bulance crews came in and the 
evacuation process began. Reinforce- 
ments of soldiers, police and border 
police had also arrived at the scene 
and first ald given on the spot 
included immediate infusions. 
Ambulances drew up with wailing 
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sirens while a dazed airport staff 
tried to take stock of what had 
happened. Hardest hit were a group 
of Puerto Rican pilgrims who seem 
to have been right in front of the 
three en's rifles. They account- 
ed for at least 14 of the casualties. 
Many of the dead also fell victim 
to the grenades as the terrorists sys- 
tematically and cold-bloodedly singled 
out their targets — concentrations 
of human beings wherever they were 
still standing on their feet. 

The Association of Travel Agents 
in Israel yesterday warned that un- 
lesé certain foreign airlines took 
proper security precautions, they 
would dissuade their clients from 
using these airlines in future. It is 
understood that a number of foreign 
airlines have been officially notified 
of this decision. 

Precautions taken hitherto were 
primarily directed against hijackers 
— or the smuggling on board of 
explosives to be set off by time 
fuses or other devices while in 
flight, inspection of the cabin lug- 
gage carried on board and body 
searches, as well as personal idexti- 
fication of all items of luggage 
stored in the luggage hold by pas- 
sengers. 

Many airfields have also had 
metal-detecting devices installed and 
made passengers file past them 
(iustead of having body-checks car- 
ried aut.) The two girls of the Sabena 
hijacking team had special girdles 
fashioned of the explosives and ac- 
tuaHy wore them while boarding 
the plane, is 

The possibility of suicidal attack 
of the kind carried out by the three 
Japanese could not have been enti- 
cipated. Nonetheless some companies, 
led by Hl Ai, insist on checking the 
contents of all the luggage carried 
by their passengers — either by a 
direct examination or X-raying the 
contents. Α
